Applicant argues that each of the references used in rejecting claim 1 and its dependent clainns (Umotoy, Yuda and Beisswanger) 
operates differently and thus are not combinable. Examiner first notes that if each of the references operated identically there would be 
no reason to combine them to take advantage of beneficial features, where the appropriate motivation is given. Examiner also notes that 
Applicant has attacked each of the references for not teaching features that they were not relied upon for teaching. In response to these 
arguments against the references individually, it is noted that the courts have ruled that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Examiner points out that each of the references is concerned with the same problem (which is intentionally the same problem with which 
the presently claimed invention is also concerned) and that is supplying different gases to a processing area without premature mixing. 
Thus, for one of ordinary skill in the art to look to any of the references to improve upon the other is completely fathomable and as a 
result using the combination is completely proper. 

Applicant also argues that unlike the aforementioned references the disclosed Invention is capable of maintaining beneficial relative 
pressure between respective portions of the vacuum chamber. Examiner does not dispute this fact in this advisory action because that is 
not a feature recited In the currently pending claims. The courts have ruled that although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993) 
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
